During the last twenty years there 
have ‘been very. considerable strides 
in our knowledge’ of local anaes- 
thetics—in the science of inducing an 
anaésthesia, that is to say, sufficient 
for major operations without. the 
necessity of administering a general 
anaesthetic. It has been found, for 
instance, that by injecting a suitable 
solution of some anaesthetic drug 
into the sheath of the spinal cord the 
roots of both entering and departing 
nerves——-sensory and motor respec- 
tively—can be sufficiently affected 
to produce an.entire loss of relaxa- 
tion, over the whole area of the body 
below the point of. injection. For

In organizing a series of economic 
conferences throughout the province, 
the Alberta Liberal party has intro- 
duced a novel and unique plan of 
getting in touch with the people, 

Already two such conferences have 
| been held—one in Lethbridge and one 
in Medicine Hat. It is proposed to) 
hold the third in Calgary on August’ 
| 6th and 7th. 

The Liberal plan is a radical de- 
parture from the customary party 
method: of building a platform and 
then going about the country and 
holding meetings to tell the electors 
how good it is. 

"Ostensibly the Liberal’ plan’ diere: 

gards party lines. All groups, asso- 
ciations, and individuals are invited | 
to attend the conferences and give 
| their opinions as to what is needed to 
remedy the economic ills of the pro- 
vince. 

And the Liberals are achieving 
some success in commanding the at- 
tention of representative groups, for 
the eastern coal operators, the inde- 
pendent oil operators, and the western 
stock growers’ association have inti- 
mated they would be represented at/| 
the Calgary conference. 

In a measure the economic confer- 
ence idea resembles the working of 
the U.F.A. group. The farmer locals 
hold their regular meetings and dis- 
cuss their problems. These are aired 
at the annual conference, resolutions 
and recommendations are passed, and 
these are forwarded to the provincial 
| farmer government. 

The difference between the Liberal 
| plan and that of the U.F.A. is that 
| the latter is confined to only one class 
of people. The Liberals invite all 
classes to their conferences. 

Liberal members hope to learn the 
mature and extent of the economic dif- 
ficylties confronting the people and 

assist them in forming remedial 
measures.
